; ASSU NCES. : There is evident reluctance in the city hall to tal Spanish galley captain: 


From a group of twenty-three Japanese financial 
and industrial leaders, guests of the Chicago Asso- 
ciation of Commerce last week, came renewed as- 
surances of Japan’s sincerity in entering the com- 
ing Washington conference to reduce armaments. 
Such assurances are pleasant. There is danger 
that they may even be soporific. We must guard 
against that. -We cannot afford to enter the con- 
ference with our delegates and the public opinion 
behind them lulled to sleep by such assurances. 

There were indications of danger in the addresses 
of the Japanese, as, for instance, advocacy of the 
repeal of the Jones bill, which defines American 
policy and prepares for eventual independence of 
the Philippines. Tum TrreuNe has repeatedly ex- 
pressed the opinion that the Philippines as at pres- 
ent constituted are the Achilles heel of the United 
States in relations with Japan; that they are a 
hostage in the orient for our good behavior and a 
responsibility from which we get little but danger 
of war. And now prominent Japanese confirm our 
fear by ‘suggesting a line of conduct for us with 
reference to the islands, which, presumably, would 
clear the way for advancing Japanese interests. 
It is a reflection of Japan’s aggressive attitude. 

This attitude toward the United States has long 
been in evidence. It has been most unpleasant in 
California. When that state sought to restrict 

Japanese penetration in 1907 Japan protested and 
forced us to back down to the “ gentlemen’s agree- 
ment.” When the Japanese expansion continued, 
despite this agreement, and California sought to 
bar the aliens from the land, Wilson and Bryan 
forced more céncessions to them. 

Recently the Japanese have protested strongly 
against American fortification of the Philippines 
and Guam, and have even questioned our good 
faith, if not our right, to fortify the Hawaiian 
islands, the natural outpost in the defense of our 
entire Pacific coast. It appears to us that they 
are becoming unpleasantly dictatorial, in contrast 
to their assurances of friendship and love of peace. 
Any nation can.Jove peace if peace means easier 
acquisitiom of ~all the territory and rights and 


- powers which its ambition includes. 


But these territori¢s were acquired by the United 
States before Japan became one of the great 
powers. At the same time the Japangse Were ac- 
quiring territory by nquést. They. have as much 
right to tell us not te fortify Pearl Harbor as we 
haye to tell them not to fortify Formosa, and such 
a thought has never entered. our heads. e 

They assure us of a conciliatory attitude, and at 
the same suggest our withdrawal. “Here's 
your hat; what’s your hurry?” In one breath they 
tell us that “ the Japanese delegation in Washing: 
ton has the whole of Japan behind it in the effort 
to come to some formula for limitation of arma- 
ment,” and “in the“next breath admit that if 
Viscount Takaaki Kato succeeds the assassinated 
Premier Hara he will favor an aggressive attitude 
in China, Corea, and Siberia, and “it would change 
the policy of the Japanese delegation.” _ 

With such revelations of Japanese character, 
ambitions, and methods it behooves the American 
delegates at the conference to be wide oars.

THYROID AND PROGRESS. 
ALL on the human animal to’ meet 
a great emergency and he will fail 
' you unless somewhere something 
spurs him on. 

Just as no jockey would ride a face 
without spurs and whip, no di ting 
agency would start a human being In a 
race and expect anything if no spurs 
were available. 


Nature provides the spurs. are 
called the thyroid gland and * neck 
is the location. In periods of t strain 


this gland is called to do so much work 
that it not infrequently enlarges. It is for 
this reason that thyroid enlargement fre- 
quently occurs during fetal life, during 
the years of puberty and adolescence, 
during pregnancy, as a result of mental 
shock or violent emotional storm, and as 
the result of sore throat or some other 

But not all people or animals other 
than man get thyroid enlargement as the 
result of great strain. What is the rea- 
son? People differ. Some stand up under 
stress better than others. But that is 
a conclusion itself and at best is only a 
partial answer. 

In further explanation it is said that 
if the thyroid can get all tha iodine it 
needs it produces all the thyroid secre- 
tion needed for spurring without harm 
to itself, but if the supply of iodine is 
short, if it must “‘make bricks without 
straw," it enlarges or otherwise shows 
signs of disease, 

Acting upon this theory, it ts proposed 
to give a very small dose of iodine to 
people passing through periods of great 
stress. Carrying out this theory, a lit- 
tle lodine should be given to pregnant 
women to supply themselves and their 
babies, to adolescent girls, to persons 
subject to frequent sore throats, and 
to those passing through periods of great 
worry and emotional strain. 

The list of those who should take it is 
further limited. It shotild not be given 
to people near salt water. They get 
enough from the air, the spray, and 
from sea food. Since girls are six times 
‘a8 prone as boys to develop goiters, it 
may not be necessary to give it to boys. 

Up to now the only groups who have 
taken small doses of iodine as a pre-

International agreements and the 
reduction of armaments within the 
limits of national safety is the posi- 
tion of the many clubs, with 4,000,000 
members, represented by Mrs. Winter.

The Process of Fermentation. 


The’ first process in the making of 
yeast bread is to put it to ferment, at 
a temperature favorable to rapid ac- 
tion, or about 78 degrees warm. Fer- 
mentation is chemical action which 
breaks and makes. It takes place in a 
wet or moist, sweet and warm medium. 
The yeast plant is what we use to 


a wet, sweet mixture, kept well pro- 
tected in a warm place, will soon ‘fer- 
ment unless it has been sterilized and 
is in a sterile container. 

Sauerkraut is made by the process of 
fermentation. It is best if kept for a 
‘month—the time required to finish it 
under such circumstances—at about 
7@ degrees. At lower temperatures the 
process, which should be strong and

Pasteur in studying the diseases of 
fermentation, for the benefit of the 
wine industry of his country, saved 
the industry and revolutionized medi- 
cine. We know today what the dan- 
gerous germs, invisible but active, can 
do to us. We make many foods safe 
by cooking these and in some cases we 
call this pasteurizing. In uncooked 
things, home made liquids, the germs 
are green and most molevolent.
